How many officials who deal with Soccer know how 
to help — and how to hinder — the game when they 
come out with comments? 

Not all of them. The latest club official to make 
strange statements is Peter Thorne, secretary- 
manager of Blacktown City. 

He was interviewed by the Sydney Morning Herald. 
His comments lacked depth and constructive ideas to 
help Soccer. 

Even more important, the Blacktown official sepa- 
rated clubs into ethnic and non-ethnic camps, some- 
thing which cuts across what the Australian Soccer 
Federation is trying to do with Soccer. 

lf you didn't read the article, | quote: “Rugby League 
and Victorian Football League officials must be laugh- 
ing at the way Soccer is being run in Australia.” ° 

If this is so (and | doubt it), then they should all be 
laughing at him, too, because he is in Soccer ad- 
ministration. 

But why should anyone laugh about us? Other 
codes are more stupid than we are. Certainly in Rugby 
League. 

Soccer has some flaws in its set-up. But so does 
Rugby League — paticularly in the promotion and 
relegation area which, in fact, doesn't exist at all. 

If anyone has the right to laugh at another sport, | 
think Soccer should be doing the laughing — at the 
expense of Rugby League and Aussie Rules. 

Soccer has established a national league and we 
are thinking about creating a second division national- 
ly. What can Rugby League or Australian Rules offer in 
nation-wide competition? 

The strangest comment to come from Peter Thorne 
was the following: 


“We have now got the VFL the hundreds of thousands of 
making inroads into Sydney,” yourtgsters playing Soccer now, 
he said, everything should be aimed 

“Unless we get off our back- towards them, ‘ 
sides this is going to increase. “All the kids playing Soccer 

“If we are going to cultivate are Australians. But how many

lian Soccer's tendency to try to

This suggests that clubs with an ethnic background 
are not interested in juniors: only Blacktown is! 

As far as | am concerned — and also the ASF — 
there are only Soccer clubs in this country. We should 
not raise problems about ethnic or non-ethnic titles. 

Australia is a multi-cultural society — similar indeed 
to the United States. 

Somebody should inform Mr Thorne that there are 
some 200,000 juniors registered in the clubs. Where 
are all these kids playing? Not only in Blacktown, 
surely. 

| cannot understand what juniors he is talking about. 
Perhaps the Blacktown secretary could tell us from 
which clubs Rudi Gutendorf is finding his international 
players, especially the young ones, for Australia. 

How about Eddie Krncevic, Mark Jankovics, 
George Christopoulos, Greg Woodhouse, Peter 
Sharne, John Nyskohus and Peter Raskopoulos? And 
plenty more. 

As far as | am concerned, these youngsters have 
been produced from the Soccer clubs of Australia — 
and | don’t care what short of clubs you call them. 
Ethnic or non-ethnic? | don’t give a damn. 

The most important thing is for all of us to work 
together and to take Soccer into the top international . 
level. 

We want to build a strong national team which will 
make all Australians very proud. 

You tell us, Mr Thorne, how many international 
youngsters has Blacktown City given us? 

How can talented juniors make progress at Black- 
town City when your first team uses players past the 
30 years mark or near to 30? | think of men like Bruce 
Stowell, Jim Izatt, Dave Harding and George Harris. 


Is this what Australia’s “one” non-ethnic club is | 


doing for Australia’s kids? 

Mr Peter Thorne, somewhere along the way, has 
misunderstood what is happening in Soccer.
